home. 
And they will have 


one lion heart less with 
the departure of Soccer- 
oo Steve Maxwell to 
strike for Marconi. 


With their three 
major sponsors quaran- 
teeing a minimum of 
$130,000, and a special 
committee still gather- 
ing in cash for this year, 
City has refused to 
splash out on players. 


“We had a look inter- 
state and overseas, but 
they talk telephone 
numbers in most cases, 
or are too well paid for 


our budget,” said City 
president, Mr Charlie 
Caruso. | 

“And I can’t resist 


commenting on the cash 
being thrown around by 
Sydney and Melbourne 
clubs. 


“Some of the trans- 
fers they pay for players 
are way out of propor- 
tion to their ability, and 
the money they offer as 
fees is also an invitation 
to bankruptcy. 


“We prefer to remain 
solvent, stick to our 
budget and be able to 
pay players what we 
promise.” 

The City chief said the 
club was going into the

“Tm not saying we 


have no debts,” said Mr

“But compared to 
some years we are mil- 
lionaires.””

City kicked off the

A long-term signage 
deal is involved, so the 
problem will take some 
skirting around. 

If schoolkids use the 
park this year the sur- 
face will once again be 
chopped to ribbons. 


Fortunatly grounds 
such as St George Sta- 
dium, Sydney Athletic 
Field, Olympic Park and 
Olympic Sports Field 
Adelaide generally meet 
reasonable specifica- 
tions. 


Other such as _ the 
Croatian Sports Centre, 
Marconi Stadium and 
Heidelberg’s Olympic 
Village have real poten- 
tial, with some deficits 
to be overcome. 

The committee 
however will need extra 
biros and pads when 
they visit the homes of 
Sunshine, Footscray and 
Preston. 


These grounds leave a 
deal to be desired and 
do little for the image of 
the sport. 

Economic factors 
should be paramount in 
the conduct of football 
clubs, but when the are- 
nas used by cricket and 
other football codes are 
put alongside the worst 
of the Soccer grounds it 
is obvious that the prob- 
lem is urgent.

WITH the unprece- 
dent coverage given 
to the recently 
finished World Cup 
It’s time for us to 
analyse some of the 
causes why Soccer 
“the real football” 
hasn’t reached, in 
Australla, the same 
popular level as in 
the rest of the 
world. 

There are three 
Stages, in the history of 
the game, that follow 
pretty closely the de- 
velopment of the Au- 
stralian population. 

Firstly, with the colo- 
nial establishment and 
settlement, cricket and 
later rugby union be- 
came the dominant 
games in summer and 
winter in Queensland 
and NSW, with an indi- 
genous game Australian 
rules, an amalgam of 
Trish football and rugby, 
the dominant code of 
the winter in Victoria, 
South and Western Au- 
stralia. 

Later the formation of 
the Federation of the 
Commonwealth of Aus- 


tralia, at the start of the world game: Finding the: sae 4 valuable’ “con 


century, saw an increase 
of Brittish immigration. 
Particularly from the 
North of England at the 
time there was a split in 
tugby, due to payments 
for lost wages to work- 
ing class players that led 
to the formation of rug- 
by league in England 
and consequently in Au- 
stralia. 


Therefore the stage 
was ready for the en- 
trenchment of these 
sports, British domin- 
ated, to take over the 
sporting attention of 
Australians. 

Soccer, the real foot- 
ball, escaped being 
categorised in a particu- 
lar social class. It ex- 
panded rapidly through 
the world, but in Aus- 
tralia had a slow de- 
velopment due to the 
lack of competition with 
the too strong British 
home countries or over- 
seas, and thus Soccer 
was confined to a few 
amateur Australian 
clubs without influence 
in general sports admi- 
nistration. 


In the fifties, the in- 
flux of the European 
migrants brought with 
them the love of the 


local Soccer administra- 
tion retrograde and 
unco-operative in de- 
veloping the game and 
accepting them in their 
local clubs, they formed 
new ones based on their 
origins. 

From there started 
the strength and weak- 
ness of Soccer in Austra- 
lia of the moment. 


The desire to be 
among friends, after 
confronting the hostili- 
ties of biggotted Austra- 
lians in their work- 
Places, led to some very 
good crowds among the 
leading new ethnic 
clubs. 


But, as the new im- 
migrants settled in their 
new country, with all the 
pressures of a new life, 
such as buying and re- 
Pairing their houses, 
raising their children 
and the pressures of the 
Australian society, 
crowd numbers started 
to erode. 


Old rivalries among 
ethnic groups were fuel- 
led by an antagonistic 
Australian media, fear- 
ful of an ethnic 
supremacy in sport, the 
Aussie sacred cow! 

Divide and rule ap- 
plied and we fell into 
their trap. Instead of 
building on solid found- 
ations and attracting the 
new generation of our 
sons and daughters, our 
ethnic leaders spent 
most of their time fight- 
ing among themselves! 

When after 23 years in

not control. Therefore 
they constantly maxi- 
mise any small incident, 
local or from overseas, 
and try to ignore the 
world impact of the 
game. 

But, things don’t go 
their way entirely! 

The world set-up of 
Soccer is such that it 
forces itself on the Aus-

WELCOME to the 
North . Shore’s 
largest sporting fra- 
ternity. Over one 
hundred teams of 
adult men play Soc- 
cer on Saturdays 
between North Syd- 
ney and Brooklyn in 
our competitions, 
and a further dozen 
teams in our area 
play in the NSW 
Federation’s com- 
petitions with home 
grounds in our area. 
The Ku-ring-gai Dis- 
trict has had each year 
over 6,000 registered 
senior and junior play- 
ers for the last decade. 
Neighbouring Associa- 
tions Manly-Warringah 
and Gladesville have as 
many as we have and 
Sutherland has more. 


With so many teams 
and their differing re- 
quirements, it is impor- 
tant that administration 
should be as efficient as 
it can be in a voluntary 
organisution. 

We, your Club and 
District officials are 
trying to help the play- 
ers: please do your best 
to help us do so. 


The affairs of our 
District (covering North 
Sydney, Lane Cove, 
Willoughby, Ku-ring-gai 
and Hornsby North Rid- 
ing municipalities) are 
run by a Management 
Committee, with sub- 
committees for After- 
noon and Morning Foot- 
ball, Discipline and Pro- 
tests and so on. 


The District Constitu- 
tion lists the rights and 
duties of clubs, and the 
competition rules 
regarding player eligibil- 
ity, results/points and 
other matters. Ask your 
club secretary for a 
copy, or at least to show 
you a copy of it. 


Players have to be re- 
gistered before they play 
each season, match 
cards properly prepared 
before games, results re- 
ported to your club etc. 
Another very useful 
source of information is 
the “Referees Chart” 
giving the complete 
Laws of the Game and 
some interpretations. 

Referees may be offi- 
cially appointed, in 
which case they turn up, 
dressed in black uni- 
form, at kick-off time.

wards) and especially in 
Youth League and 
men’s matches, it is 
tough to be without one 
(or three, if linesmen 
can be sent along by the 
Ku-ring-gai Referees 
Association, our local 
branch of the Australia- 
wide body). 

They need your co- 
operation and that will 
be easier if you have 
read the Referees 
Chart. 

When an official re- 
feree does not appear, 
it’s your business and 
your opposing team’s 
manager’s business to 
find a bystander to con- 
trol the game, or to do it 
yourself, or to share it. 

An unofficial referee, 
once agreed upon, has 
the same powers and 
duties as an official 
referee. 


This includes report- 
ing bad incidents, either 
on or off the field, to the 
Association Hon Secret- 
ary, through your Club’s 
Hon Secretary. 

Club committees are 
there to assist you, and 
you should always con- 
tact your club commit- 
tee members when in 
doubt of anything, or 
when having something 
to report. 

Association commit- 
tee members are all very 
busy attending to their 
portfolios, and with 
nearly fifty club Presi- 
dents and fifty club sec- 
retaries to ring them up, 
they don’t need any 
more! 


If it’s very urgent and 
your club people aren’t 
available, that’s diffe- 
rent. But don’t be sur- 
prised if you are asked 
to leave a message on an 
answering machine. 


Grading of Morning 
(junior) teams is often 
difficult, as players 
come and go between 
seasons. The commit- 
tees do their best. One 
can’t keep altering divi- 
sions as competitions 
would never end. 


Only about eighteen 
playing Saturdays exist 
between April ist and 
August 3ist. One or two 
may be washed out by 
heavy rain during the 
week. Sometimes points 
for washed out games 
have to be shared, as 
ten-team divisions need 
eighteen matches to 
complete two rounds, 
and most parents want 
to avoid Sunday games. 

Hiring grounds on 
Sundays is also surpri- 
singly expensive. Whilst 
Ce

Councils charge be- 
tween $400 and $800 for 
a ground for the season 
on Saturdays, one Sun- 
day’s use may cost $100. 

The Association paid 
a total of $26,000 last 
year for the use of 
grounds, our largest 
item of expense of all. 

Referees are paid, 
mostly, but at the lowest 
rates in the Sydney Met- 
ropolitan area — 
enough to pay for uni- 
forms, boots and car- 
running. 

If you find that your 
team is far below the 
standard of your oppo- 
nents when the season 
begins, best bring it to 
your club secretary’s 
notice at once. 

Regrading may be 
possible but not after a 
fourth competition 
match has been played 
from U/10 upwards. 
Perhaps your club could 
help with an inter-team 
exchange of players, or 
appoint an experienced 
coach to help at training 
for a few weeks. 

Coaching manuals 
can be had cheaply from 
the Association through 
your club. A note on 
coaching for five, six 
and seven year olds is 
attached to this In- 
troduction. And if you 
can attend the yearly 
coaching course (Basic) 
in Ku-ring-gai, ‘that’s 
very desirable. A course 
is planned for early May 
— watch Ku-ring-gai 
Soccer News for date 
and venue. 

Make a habit of read- 
ing the Distret’s Soccer 
News, not just your fix- 
tures. Keep the list of 
ground locations pub- 
lished in the first issue, 
you will need it. Rip it 
out and put it on your 
clip board with your 
match card blanks and 
your Team Registration 
sheet. Ask your players’ 
parents to keep their 
copies. 

Competitions are de- 
cided on a ‘first past the 
post’ basis, as playing 
finals would exclude 
most of the teams. Age 
groups below ‘under 
10’s’ enjoy non-com- 
petition status, to keep 
the level of tension on 
the youngest players 
where it should be. 

Whilst a minority of 
parents seem to love 
competition, we want 
the youngsters to love 
Soccer. Surely there is 
enough time between 
the ages of ten and forty 
years for competition. 
Ask any educator. 

In addition to. pre- 


miership (League) 
games, a Knock-out is 
usually arranged, either 
at Gala Day, the sea- 
son’s end, or for the 
older age groups, in- 
cluding the men, as an 
on-going series of full- 
length ‘Cup’ games. 
Teams don’t get into 
both, but into either, 
according to age group. 


Extra teams can be 
entered by clubs in the 
under 7 and 8 divisions 
as the season advances. 
Extra players can be re- 
gistered up to the end of 
July. 

Ask your club secret- 
ary if you find either 
desirable. He'll prob- 
ably know before you 
do. 

Team Management 

and Coaching 

Please get your paper- 
work right. Be sure your 
players are of the cor- 
rect age, check their 
birth certificates with 
parents, as the Associa- 
tion will insist on proof 
of each player’s age at 
under 10 level. 

A photo-copy now 
will leave you and the 
club in the clear and 
save work later. 

Match cards are 
sometimes left incom- 
plete when handed to 
the referee at the begin- 
ing of a game, maybe 
leaving out the date, or 
team details in the head- 
ing. Please check every 


space. 
A card is wanted for 
every game, the winner 


must ensure that the 
card reaches the club 
recorder the same day as 
the game. 

Please tell your club 
secretary if the dressing 
shed or toilets are lock- 
ed when you play, or if 
corner posts and nets 
are not in place for 
under 10’s upwards. 

Fines are levied for 
non-compliance, so help 
your club avoid them. 


Everyone - especially 
the referee - needs 
them. 

Team managers 


usually arrange for the 
half-time oranges, and 
laundering of shirts on a 
roster basis in some 
cases. 

Coaches must ensure 
all players in the youn- 
ger age groups get a fair 
go as well as any neces- 
sary help in improving 
skills, certainly for those 
most in need of it. Soc- 
cer soon becomes a 
team sport. 

A weak link in the 
team spoils everyone 
efforts by under 10s. 
Find out what boots/ 
studs are legal (Referees 
Chart) and which are 
comfortable and servic- 
able on our hard 
grounds. 

See that goalkeepers 
are warmly dressed on 
cold mornings, and try 
to rotate the goalkeep- 
er’s job around the 
players. 

Don’t leave particular 
players stuck in the 
backs for weeks, waiting 
for the opponents’ for- 
wards to arrive with the 
ball. It may help to win 
matches (as may having 
a specialist keeper) but 
its BORING and BAD 
for little fellows. 

Remember, some ta- 
lents bloom late, and 
not without encourage- 
ment. Results, as in 
score lines, just don’t 
matter in comparison 
with results as in Player 
enjoyment and con- 
tinuing participation, 
at High School and as 
adults. Don’t make our 
under 8’s, 9’s and 10’s a 
breeding ground for 
other sports.

IAN RUSH 


Plenty of names have 
been bandied about but 
one man who seems to 
have been forgotten is 
Rush’s current Anfield 
team-mate Paul Walsh. 

The former Charlton 
and Luton striker is bat- 
tling for a spot in the 
first team at the moment 
as he sets his sights on 
the number seven shirt 
so distinguishly worn by 
player/manager Kenny 
Dalglish. 

Now seven months of 
agony behind him Walsh 
is taking nothing for 
granted as he rejoins the 
_ scene. 

The fit-again striker 
knows that he will have 
to earn a regular place in 
Dalglish’s side after a 
lay-off he describes as 
“the most miserable 
time of my playing 
days.” 

Although it’s a little 
over two years since 
Walsh’s $1.5 million 
move to Liverpool, he’s 
only played just on 60 
First Division games for 
them.
